Two-China Policy Won't Work 


Hie Red Chinese are not all of a sudden good 
guys simply because they behaved civilly to a 
visiting American table tennis team—though re­ 
marks by some of the returned players make 
Marco Polo’s enthusiastic description of the Ce­ 
lestial Empire seem pale by comparison. 
Neither are the Nationalist Chinese on Taiwan 
now the bad guys — though don’t be surprised 
if the current wave of good will from Peking 
sweeps a lot of people as far as that conclusion 
Already a group calling itself Citizens to Change 
U.S. China Policy has denounced U.S. opposition 
to giving the Peking regime China’s seat in the 
United Nations as “immoral, illegal and impoii 
tic.” 
Even before the unexpected parting of the Bam­ 
boo Curtain, Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., had 
introduced a resolution in the Senate calling for 
recognition of Communist China and its admis­ 
sion to the United Nations as “the sole representa­ 
tive of China.” 


A SIMILAR RESOLUTION has been introduce*! 
by Sen. Mike Gravel, D-Alaska. However, another 
one, by Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., aims at a 
“two China” policy, or perhaps a “one-(Red; 
China, one-Taiwan (formerly Nationalist China) 
policy. 
Almost forgotten in the discussion is a third 
party, the native Taiwanese, who comprise 85 
per cent of the island’s 14 million population and 
who are Chinese in the same sense that Ameri­ 
cans of English descent are Englishmen. They 
would prefer not to be ruled by any Chinese gov­ 
ernment. 
It is easy to say that 750 million mainland Chi 
nese, and the government that for good or ill 


represents them, can no longer be ignored (as if 
we ever really ignored them). But it is not all 
that simple. 
The recognition of Red CSiina would of neces­ 
sity require the “un-recognition” of Nationalist 
China, for the Reds will not be recognized any 
other way. 
It would mean, if not U.S. support for, the end 
of U.S. opposition to, Red Chinese membership 
in the United Nations and the consequent ouster 
of Nationalist China from its Security Council 
seat, for Red China will not Join the U.N. under 
any other conditions. 
It would abrogate, or certainly call into ques­ 
tion, American treaty commitments to Nationalist 
China. 


A TWO-CHINA POLICY won’t work because 
neither Peking nor Taipei will buy that, nor will 
either permit an independent Taiwan governed by 
Taiwanese. 
Recognition of Red China could open the door 
to numerous good things, including trade, travel 
and, most important of all, a lessening of ten­ 
sions that could explode into war. 
But welcoming another Communist nation with 
veto power into the U.N. and virtually abandon­ 
ing an old, if somewhat useless ally, may be a 
high price to pay for a little good will that could 
be turned off as abruptly as it has been turned 
on. 
The Red Chinese are not all of a sudden acting 
like good guys because at heart they have always 
been good guys. After 22 solid years as the No. 1 
enemy of the world in Peking’s eyes, a little Ori­ 
ental patience on our part and a wait-and-see 
attitude may be our best policy. 


A Successful Program 


A recent report on the sky marshal program 
is, to say the least, interesting. In the seven 
months since the program has been in opera­ 
tion, not one of the nearly 1,200 trained guards 
has had to attempt to disarm a would-be hi-jacker 
in flight. 
The aerial guards, however, undoubtedly have 
prevented possible confrontations in flight by re­ 
porting to airline personnel many suspicious per­ 
sons about to board aircraft. A number of these 
have been caught with weapons and narcotics. 
Others have departed rather than be searched 
There have been a few minor incidents aboard 


airplanes in which the sky marshals have been 
involved but the major achievement of the pro­ 
gram seems to be its success as a »deterrent to 
hijackers. 
There have been hijackings since the program 
was initiated but the statistics revealing the de­ 
cline in hijackings over a period of several years 
is impressive and encouraging. 
Since 1961 there have been 82 successful aerial 
•take-overs of United States aircraft. Of these, 
33 occurred in 1969, 19 in 1970 and only 5 so far 
this year. So it is reasonable to assume that be­ 
cause the sky guards are on duty the incidence 
of hijacking is dramatically reduced. 


A Costly Effort 


Ohio’s Environment Task Force has wrapped 


up three months of hearings across the state and 


expects to make its recommendations to 
Gov. 
John J. Gilligan sometime in June. 


One conclusion already has been drawn — pol­ 
lution clean-up efforts will be expensive. 


In the words of John Glenn Jr., chairman of the 
citizens’ task force, "We’re all impressed with 
the money it will take to clean things up, whether 
it be public money collected through taxes or in­ 
dustrial costs which eventually will be passed on 
to the consumer.” 


The high price tag should not surprise anyone. 
Industrialists who have moved to control pollution 


have been spending millions in the environmental 
effort. 


And. a quick glance at some of our polluted 
streams is enough to tip off the viewer that a 
clean water campaign will be costly. 


The critical need for environmental emphasis 
is complicated by its high cost in a period of fi­ 
nancial squeeze for many families. 


Regardless of the nature of the forthcoming pro­ 
posals from the task force, the effectiveness of 
Ohio’s attack on pollution will be in direct pro­ 
portion to the willingness of citizens to pay for it. 
At this stage of the game, there is no such thing 
as a bargain basement antipollution price. 
Monster: No Gl Synonym

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
Early in the Vietnam war, dur­ 
ing an assault on a small forest 
near Cu Chi, I watched a young 
GI belly over a mine field to 
rescue a child who had been 
first used as a hostage and then 
abandoned by the Viet Cong. 
I suppose he and so many 
others like him fixed perma­ 
nently in my mind what an 
American soldier was. The end­ 
less continuation of the war, 
and the shattering, agonizing 
controversies of the war, have 
not altered that image for me. 
I am sorry that today, so 
wearied and bewildered by the 
Asian fighting, this nation seems 
to be making GIs, even the sur­ 
viving ones, victims of this con­ 
flict. 


THE OTHER WEEK I sat 
with a congressman and listen­ 
ed to his ceaseless condemna­ 
tion of 
“our 
murdering sol­ 
diers.” More recently I was 
jostled by Vietnam veterans, 
each insisting that they com­ 
mitted more brutalities in the 
war than the others. This morn­ 
ing and every morning I read 
in the public prints of citizen 
outrage over GI child shootings, 
finger cuttings and village bom­ 
bardments. 
And a colleague asks of me: 
“What kind of monsters do we 
have in service?” 
Monsters? Is that it then? 
Have we come to that? Do we 
now, when talking of soldiers, 
say monsters? Is the verdict on 
Lt. William Calley to be popu­ 
larly pronounced on all the 2.5 
million men who’ve been to Vi­ 
etnam? Is my own young son, 
who has no doubt seen the pho­ 
tographs of My Lai, and heard 
the gossip of the land, speaking 
for everyone when he says: “I 
don’t like our Army men any 
more.” 
If so, we are all of us guilty 


of ignorance. 
Forget for this moment of re­ 
flection the insanity of war. For 
it, as Will Durant says, “is one 
of the constants of history and 
has not diminished with civiliza­ 
tion or democracy.” In the past < 
3,425 years of recorded history, 
only 268 have had no war. Gen­ 
erals may be silly, but peace, 
says Durant, “is an unstable 
equilibrium, which can be pre­ 
served only by acknowledged su­ 
premacy or equal power.” 


IN OTHER WORDS, we need 
our armies desperately. 
Therefore, it should be of con­ 
cern that the first thing a re­ 
turning Vietnam veteran does 
in this country is to shed his 
uniform (“You feel, well, sort of 
cheap in it.” ). According to 
polls, the image of the Ameri­ 
can soldier has never been low­ 
er. According to the Labor De­ 
partment this translates into 
about 200,000 ex-GIs presently 
looking for work. According to 
one wounded Nebraska veter­ 
an: “I think a lot of people 
blame guys like me because Vi­ 
etnam never worked out right.” 
YET WHAT ARE THEY, who 
are they, really? As I remem­ 
ber and know them they are: 
Pfc. Milton Olive, a black man 
from Chicago who jumped on a 
hand grenade to save mostly 
white buddies; Lt. Col David 
Hackworth, a career soldier of 
no particular home town, who 
at last count had accumulated 
nine Silver Stars, seven Bronze 
Stars and eight Purple Hearts: 
Dwight Johnson, a Detroit Med­ 
al of Honor winner who return­ 
ed to a nation so unappreciative 
that he wound up dead, shot 
while 
apparently 
robbing 
a 
store. These and some few mil­ 
lions of others who never did 
anything else in Vietnam except 
sacrifice themselves to some­ 
times impossible degrees. 
And they did not, the good 


many of them, just spend time 
to win medals. 
In the spring of 1967, men of 
the Fourth 
Infantry Division 
alone distributed 35,000 pounds 
of food, 14,000 pounds of cloth­ 
ing and soap, 96,000 pounds of 
cement sand and gravel, while 
building five foot bridges, one 
market place, two school,s 30 
spillways and 30 playgrounds 
for one group of refugees in the 
central highlands. 
But that’s nothing. 
Again in 1967, U.S. military 
Assistance Forces, operating all 
over Vietnam, placed more than 
28,000 families in dwellings, re­ 
paired in excess of 3,000 homes, 
constructed some 83 hospitals, 
laid out nearly 180 kilometers 
of irrigation, built more than 200 
churches, 380 dispensaries, 1,052 
schools and 200 freshwater wells. 
And finally: 


“IN 1968,” says the Penta­ 
gon, “soldiers spent 1,384,000 
man-hours helping the Vietna­ 
mese, while contributing at least 
$800,000 of their own money to 
do so.” 
There are no over-all statis­ 
tics on GI assistance in Viet­ 
nam. There never will be. And 
few would care if there were. 
But it should be clear to most 
that even in Vietnam, especial­ 
ly in Vietnam, the word mon­ 
ster is not synonymous with sol­ 
dier. In several dozen combat 
missions in the war, I have wit­ 
nessed only one atrocity — that 
committed by a GI on a dead 
man. This is not to minimize 
what he did, or what Calley did, 
or what some others have done. 
This is only to say these few 
are ignorantly, savagely excep­ 
tional, and condemned by the 
many. 
It’s the many I write of here. 
And as the President says: 
“They deserve not our scorn, 
but our appreciation.”

Yet the austere 
Senate recesses its business so 
it can honor a visiting Kenvan 
(East Africa) political leader, 
the new nation’s Minister of 
Home Affairs, Oginga Odinga. 


THIS STARTLED some of us 
who had covered a bit of the 
“trouble” after the Mau Mau 
days. Those who knew Kenvan 
politics and intrigue in Nairobi 
knew that the rudite Luo tribes­ 
man, Oginga Odinga. was the 
front-runner for the Sino-Soviet 
bloc. And there were, and are, 
those in the Texas-sized demo­ 
cratic land who believed Odinga 
was more than a front-runner. 
He had intimate ties. Some did 
sav he was the world Commun­ 
ist bloc’s man in Kenya — a 
country which was the keystone 
of an anti-Communist coalition 
in strategic East Africa. 
Considerable Sino-Soviet mon­ 
ey had poured into Kenya dur­ 
ing the years before it won in­ 
dependence on Dec. 12. 1963. 
At least $250,000 was iraced by 
Kenyan Defense Minister A C. 
Swan. He warned, 
in 
those 
years, of the danger of seizure 
and infiltration by 
the 
Com­ 
munist bloc. He said that the 
money was being used by one 
man, especially, in a plot to 
maneuver for power. 
Few insiders doubted he re­ 
ferred to Oginga Odinga. 
The 
chap had slipped into Leipzig, 
East Germany, for long confer­ 
ences with Communist opera­ 
tives. He had been to Moscow. 
He had traveled ‘extensively” 
in Communist China. 


SOME OF THE Communist 
“iron curtain cash” had gone to 
finance the trips of at least 150 
young Africans to the Soviet 
Union, tough-line Czechos’ovak- 
Hungary, 
Poland and China. 
Security men did 
not 
doubt 
that these young people we^-e 
being trained to return and at­ 
tempt to seize power. Nor did 
the inner group, such as the 
head of the Kenya Federation 
of Labor, Tom Mboya, 
the 
whd was shot down on a busy 
Nairobi street, doubt that many 
of the power plays were being 
directed by the openly pro-Sov­ 
iet 
and 
ardently 
pro-Peking 
Oginga Odinga. 
But he moved too swiftly, too 
hard and too arrogantly. Tough 
little Jomo Kenyatta, the Ken­ 
yan president, cut him down. 
But Odinga 
maneuvered and 
maneuvered. And on Oct. 26 or 
27, 1969, Kenya’s police put him 
under detention as a menace to 
the security of the state. 
All this came to mind when 
a friend let some of us know 
that Oginga Odinga had been 
released this past March 
26 
after 18 months under a sort 
of house arrest in a coastal spot. 


Some of us then recalled that 
December day in 1963 when the 
U. S. Senate recessed to honor 
Oginga Odinga, 
tartly anti- 
West, 
brutally 
anti-U.S., 
en­ 
thusiastically pro-Moscow and 
ardently pro-Mao. In the U.S. 
there are informed circles who 
would have referred to him as 
a Sino-Soviet “agent”. 
Yet, Oginga Odinga deceived 
the Senate. What’s more, 
he 
took in one of the most re­ 
spected men ever to sit in the 
upper house. For, after the re­ 
cess honoring Odinga, he was 
given an informal coffee hour 
in the Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee room by none other than 
the conservative Ohio Senator 
(at the time), Frank Lausche, 


THIS WAS NOT the first time 
uninformed congressmen were 
deceived. Nor the last. It hap­ 
pens almost every week. Rep­ 
resentatives and senators alike 
are wooed diligently and regu­ 
larly by Soviet and Eastern 
bloc embassies. The congress­ 
men and their administrative 
assistants (who many times are 
really the acting congressmen) 
are invited to lunch, or soirees, 
or dinners large and small, by 
cultural attaches, first and sec­ 
ond secretaries, press attaches 
et al — who are secret police 
and espionage officials. 
Of course, the FBI knows 


this. Of course, the Bureau is 
aware that the KGB assign­ 
ment is to get “vacuum cleaner 
information” 
— 
any 
bit of 
knowledge which then can be 
pieced together on the home 
desk in Moscow or Warsaw. 
But should the FBI contact' 
the 
congressmen 
or 
their 
“A.A.s” and tell 
them 
they 
have been asked to lunch by 
a KGB agent? Should the Bur­ 
eau 
warn members of key 
House and Senate committees 
that the reception to which they 
have been invited is a set up? 
Should the congressman 
con­ 
tacting a Communist legation 
be warned that his host at a 
two - or three • man luncheon is 
a specialist in military secrets? 
The 
congressman 
would 
scream that his phone is being 
tapped. So, incidentally, would 
certain labor leaders who be­ 
lieve they and their advisers 
are invited to Communist bloc 
receptions 
because 
they are 
“progressives.” Nonsense. 
It’s all for intelligence gath­ 
erings. So the Bureau monitors 
the diplomats, as they monitor 
us. And it takes its lumps and 
bumps. 
Someday some congressman 
will shout he should have been 
told. But who wants to catch 
“tapanoia”? 
Russia's Own Vietnam 


By DON OAKLEY 
At a time when America is 
struggling to extricate 
itself 
from Vietnam, Russia appears 
to be getting involved in a “Viet­ 
nam” of its own—the war in 
Sudan which has been going on 
for the past nine years. 
Russia-watchers in Washing­ 
ton have evidence that in the 
past six months 100 to 200 So­ 
viet military advisers have been 
directly planning and participat­ 
ing in ¿he counterguerrilla op­ 
erations of the Arab - led Sudan 
army against the Africans of 
southern Sudan. 
A larger group of 300 or more 
Russians pilot and service So­ 
viet-built helicopters and bomb­ 
ers supporting combat opera­ 
tions in the south. Up to 1,000 
Soviet personnel in all are esti- 
' mated to be supporting the Ar­ 
abs as advisers, pilots, ground 
crews and missile technicians. 
Soviet bombings in southern 
Sudan since October, according 
to U.S. intelligence information, 
have been carried out by five 
Antonov-24 aircraft armed with 
air-to-ground rockets and some 
of the 12 TU-16 medium bomb­ 
ers based in Sudan. In the north, 
at Port Sudan on the Red Sea, 
the Russians are building a na­ 
val base and installing SAM • 2 


antiaircraft missiles. 
The Soviets are the principal 
backers of the army regime of 
Gen. Gaafar L. Numeiry, which 
seized power in May, 1969, with 
the stated purpose of bringing 
“Arab socialism” to all of Su­ 
dan. 
Opposing them in the south 
are the Anyanya guerrillas, the 
military wing of 
the African 
movement. The six million sou­ 
therners (population of Sudan is 
15 million) have demanded- full 
regional 
autonomy, 
including 
control of the army, police, dvil 
service, schools and economy in 
the south, as well as the free­ 
dom to practice Christianity and 
speak English, as opposed to the 
north’s Islamic religion and in­ 
sistence on the use of Arabic 
throughout Sudan. 
The southern guerrillas’ prin­ 
cipal support has come from 
Israeli airdrops of light weap­ 
onry and ammunition 
in 
the 
past year. 
The Sudan war is thus in­ 
creasingly viewed as an exten­ 
sion of the Middle East conflict. 
Soviet aims are believed to be 
both to establish a strong base 
from which Soviet naval power 
can be projected into the Red 
Sea and the Persian Gulf and 
to bottle up the Israelis on they* 
Red Sea flank. 


tremism. They did create dis­ 
trust in some quarters which 
had been favorable. 
But in 
building an under­ 
ground movement, failure of an 
operation often actually works 
to advantage. Young people who

Dear Reader — As you de­ 
scribe your pain, it is proba­ 
bly due to muscle spasm. The 
muscles in the neck contract 
and cause limitation of motion 
and give rise to pain. When you 
move your head and stretch the 
; muscle sufficiently, the spasm 
or cramp is relieved and the 
pain may disappear. This is 
similar to stretching the calf 
muscle if you have a cramp in 
the leg. 
It is true that individuals with 
repeated 
episodes 
of 
muscle 
spasms are more apt to have 
them when they are experienc­ 
ing tension. There are a lot of 
things, however, which can con­ 
tribute to the problem, and ap­ 
parently you have been having 
difficulties for almost 28 years. 
Posture can be a contributing 
factor, if you 
have 
one 
leg 
which is considerably shorter 
than the other, the entire skele­ 
ton will be out of line and will 
change the pull on the various 
muscles along the spine all the 
way up to the neck. 
Such an underlying postural 
defect can constantly irritate 
the muscles and 
make them 
more susceptible to spasms or 
cramping. Disorders of this sort 
can be corrected, or helped, with 
a heel lift (a pad under the heel 
or increasing the thickness of

$54 billion in assets is bou nd to 
create a pu blic stir ev ery so of­ 
ten, bu t the mu tu al fu nd in­ 
du stry , which has attained that 
size, has roiled the waters time 
after time. 
It takes little effort to recall 
the legislativ e hearings that led 
to stiffer regu lation, the criti­ 
cisms abou t the qu ality of per­ 
formance, the accu sations abou t 
ov ercharges, their du mping of 
shares and so on. 
In a qu ieter way , the indu stry 
is now prov oking a lot of dis­

A qu ick personal su rv ey will 
show that mu tu al fu nd adv ertis­ 
ing is du ll and often u ninforma­ 
tiv e.

and institu tions are inv ited to statu s, or the percentage of as- 
requ est free prospectu s.’

Anx iety abou t the liqu idity

Less than a y ear ago the 
fu nds had close to 12 per cent 
of assets in liqu id form. By No­ 
ember this had dropped to 9.1 
and by the end of the first 
qu arter of this y ear to 6 .2 per 
cent. Many fu nds had mu ch 
lower ratios. 
Different interpretations can 
be pu t on these percentages. 
Some say the ratio shou ld fall 
as the market rises becau se the 
fu nds 
shou ld 
be 
commiting 
their cash to stocks growing in 
v alu e. Others maintain the ra­ 
tio shou ld be high when the 
market has risen, 
indicating 
profit-taking. 
That 
discu ssion 
sometimes 
becomes so academic as to 
prov e nothing. Bu t what con­ 
cerns some market observ ers 
and participants is that shou ld 
some fu nds be forced to re­ 
deem 
their 
shares 
su ddenly 
they might not be able to do so 
withou t problems. 
Su ch fu nds cou ld, it is said, 
be forced to 
sell 
their in­ 
v estments in stocks at u natt­ 
ractiv e prices—ev en take loss­ 
es. Su ch a process cou ld feed 
on itself. It has happened be­ 
fore. 
And that brings u p the third 
matter, that of redemptions. 
They ’v e been rising, not omi­ 
nou sly bu t at a rate that bears 
watching. 
Sales stagnated in 
the first qu arter bu t redemp­ 
tions rose to $9 89 million from 
$841 million a y ear earlier.
